400-Foot Gothic Campanile Will 
House the Carillon, Close 
to Grant’s Tomb. 


OIL , MAN GIVES $1,750,000 


Old Park Avenue Church Which 
He Also Gave Will Yield 
Another $1,750,000. 


CRAM’S IDEAS ARE REJECTED 


Donor Decides on Steel Framed 
Tower and Architects of Old 
Church Will Design It. 


A $4,000,000 Gothic church with a 
tower approximately 400 feet high will 
be built on Riverside Drive with funds 
largely furnished by John D. Rocke- 
feller Jr:, to replace the Park Avenue 
Baptist Church, it was announced yes- 
terday. 

TL. church is being ———— by 
Henry C. Pelton and Allen & Collens 
of 415 Lexington Avenue, designers of 
the present Park Avenue edifice. It 
will be built on a site which runs for 
225 feet on Riv rside rive between 
121st Street and 122d Street and which 
has a depth of 100 feet. 

The main entrance to the church will 
fece. west, but the structure will run 
north an’ south. The visitor will 
enter from. Riverside Drive at 12ist 


Street and turn, to the left to walk |, 


down the main aisle toward the altar. 
The main entrance will be in the 
tower at the séuth end which will 
overtop all existing church pinacleés, 
and rise a few feet higher thar the 
spire of the Cathedral of St. John the 
Divine, when that is completed. j 
The main view of. thé church . will 
be from: Riverside Drive. The west 
wide of the tower and of the chusch 
will be open to the Drive. The view 
of the east side of the church wil! 
be obstructed by apartment houses 
porting on Claremont.-Avenue and 
Against the chutch. 


Cloister on East. 


Between the two apartment houses 
a covered colonnade will run from 
Claremont Avenue to the new church. 
Just across the street from. this cloi- 


ster. wil be the towered Gothic quad- 
tangle of the Union Theological Semi- 

. This is a gray stone edifice, 
and ¢hé new church will be built to 
harmonize . with it. The material 
probably .will be Indiana. limestone, 

Just. south the tower is a large 
vacant property, which belongs -to the 
Union Theological Seminary. It. will 
be used for dormitories and other 
buildings in connection with the semi- 
nary. The church and the Seminary 
—— will form an: architectural 
whole. 

“North of the church, across the public 
square which faces Grant’s Tomb, is 
the International House, which was 
built by John D. Rockefeller Jr. as a 
meeting house. for foreign students. 
This is a modern structure, square and 
solid, with towers in the New York 
style rising above it. It is a plain and 
Ynornamented building, which will con- 
trast strikingly with the Gothic struc- 
ture’ which ‘it will face. Together they 
will form a sort of Rockefeller centre 
or building group. 

John: D. Rockefeller Jr. now owns 
the property on which the new church 
will rise. The leases of tenarits still 
run until October in‘ the large apart- 
ment house which now stands on the 
property at 12ist Street and Riverside 
Drive. Building -will not begin until 
that date. 


Tower for Carillon. 


The architects have been at work on 


the: plans for two months, but will not 
complete them for six months more. 
Ten/draftsmen are working on the de- 
tails of the designs. 

No name has as yet been chosen for 
the néw church. It will not be modeled 
on other ecclesiastical structure, 
but be a géneral application of 
Gothic decoration to a steel skeleton 
structure, adapted to the nature of the 
site and. to building: lines which 
are required to harmonize with the 
Union Theological Seminary and of the

Secretary Mellon declared that’.if 
Congress should pass the bill with any 
guch tax cut-the Treasury would be 
confronted with a serious deficit at 
the end of the current fiscal yeat. 
House leaders served notice that the 
tax reductions must not exceed “the 
total, of $827,000,000, fixed by. the 


House, which is practically identical |’ 


with the surplus now estimated by. the 
Treasury. 

The views of Secretary Mellon were 
made’ known.it the Treasury Depart- 
ment today. He was represented as 
holding, that if Congress cut the gar- 
ment so ‘closely there would not’ be 
any vest, or, in.other words, that 
there would be’ a. budget deficit if 
the Senate. bill. became law,.and that 
the. Treasury Awould run into red ink 
in making up its books and find an 
item of no smail proportions on the, 
wrong side of. the ledger. : 


Treasury—Hopeful of Adjustments. 


It was indicated, however, that the 
Secretary: would make no direct rec-. 
ommendations to Congress, which was 
well advised of the’ amount which the 
Treasury felt could be taken from the 
revenues.in the new tax law without 
bringing about a deficit in the Treas- 
ury accounts that, would make impos- 
sible a balanced budget. 

The opinion was expressed ‘that the 
Senate had gone further than was jus- 
tified by the estimates which had been’ 
made by the Treasury and Senate 
Finance Committee, and the. intima- 
tion was given that the maximum cut 
an revenues which the Treasury be- 
Heved could .be permitted if a budget 
deficit was :to be avoided was the 
$352,000,000 by which. Smoof had ‘esti- 
mated. taxes would be reduced, with 
the: estate tax repealed, but without 
thé’ additional cuts which the Senate 
voted late yésterday. 

Despite the Treasury’s attitude, the 
Senate continued to slash taxes today, 
approving without a roll-call a reduc- 
tion in the rates’ on alcohol that will 
eventually cut. revenue by $8,000,000 a 
year, and by a vote of 25 to 28 in- 
creasing the depletion allowance. on 
newly discovered oil and gas wells from 
25 to 30 per cent. The Senate also in- 
creased the Board of Tax Appeals to 
sixteen members, to serve ten years at 
$10,000 a year, and voted to make So- 
licitor Gregg of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau general counsel, with a salary 
increase from $7,500 a year to $10,000. 

The TreaSury officials were hopeful, 
however, that adjustments would be 
made when the bill went to the Senate 
and House conferees, which would re- 
duce the pronos2d tax cuts to a limit 
which the Administration would be 
able to approve. 


Will Fight Hard to Restore Levies. 


So desperate is the situation pre- 
gented by yesterday’s moves that ear- 
nest efforts will be made before the 
bill finally passes tomorrow, to re- 
‘verse some of the actions taken by the 
Senate when the Republican-Democra- 
tic coalition was shattered under 
smashing blows. 

There will be a demand for a new 
vote on the passenger automobile tax

28 of Johanne Dybwab Arrive 
Here on Belgian Tanker 
That Rescued Them. 


S O S UNANSWERED 2 DAYS 


Sailors Clung to Projections on Ship 
Awaiting Aid—-Taken Off Vessel 
in Three Trips. 


‘Twenty-eight members of the crew 
of the Norwegian freighter Johanne 
D$bwad of the Olaf Orvig Line, who 
Were rescued in midocean at midnight 
Feb. 1 by the crew of the Belgian 
tanker Arminco as the after deck of 
their own sinking vessel was level with 


the water, were landed last night at 
Pier 9, Staten Isiand, with every hand 
and Lion, a wolfhouna mascot, well. 
Berendt Vedeler, second mate of the 
Johanne Dybwad, who spoke English, 
said the freighter left Swansea for 
Boston on Jan. 15 with a cargo of 
3,800 tons. of. Welsh anthracite. The 
weather was good fintil Jan. 18, when 
a storm blew up, which increased in 
intensity until a gale of ninety miles 
was breaking the ocean into heavy 
seas which carried away the gangway 


on the aft deck and tore a hole in 
hatch, No. 3. 3 

The boat was wallowing in the heavy 
seas, which instantly began pouring 
down the broken hatch, 

“ Eivery'man was ordered to the hand 
pumps to augment the engine pumps, 
while Vedeler and First Mate Hrling 

tiansen alternately kept an oe 
‘on. cargo to'see if it. was shifting. 
“The storm abated during the night, 
but ‘the next day it rose again and 
continued throughout the day, while 
the. crew continued to pump, taking 
only brief rests, hoping that with the 
fail of the wind. they would be able to 
keep. the vessel. afloat until they 
reached port, although it was sinking 
steadily. : 

The storm did abate on Jan. 21, giv- 
ing the crew a respite; and taking 
turns at pumping they wallowed in the 
ocean until Jan. 28. Then another 
storm blew up with a ninety-mile gale. 
Once more the water began to pour 
into the freighter, which began again 
to sink, and Captain Thuland Hansen 
ordered Johannes Eversen, the wire- 
less operator, to broadcast an 8S O S. 

All day Eversen flashed the distress 
signal without a response. No response 
cathe the following day, Jan 29, while, 
wallowing in the heavy seas which 
continued pouring into the vessel, the 
Johanne Dybwad was sinking. The 
first response came faintly on the 
morning of Jan. 30. The Arminco said 
the distress signal had been’ received. 
She was only thirty miles away and 
asked the freighter to be patient; the 
Arminco, too, was ving trouble in 
going ahead and co only ‘make two 
or three knots an hour. 

The freighter was lying at 45 degrees 
$0 minutes north and 38 degrees 40 
minutes west, 1,600 miles out at sea. 

The crew now could pump no more. 
The decks were almost level with the 
ocean. The crew clung to whatever 
projections the ship had which were 
few. Lion, the wolf hound, lay on the 
deck, held. between the legs of sailors, 
» The Arminco, which*had wirelessed 
she was 30 miles away on Saturday 
morning, Jan. 30, did not appear until 
ust before nightfall Sunday, Jan. 

+ She was four’ knots. distant, 
but the seas were still running heav- 
ily and she was afraid to approach too 
closely lest the seas sweep her against 
the sinking freighter. All night she 
manoeuvred carefully toward the 
freighter and all the next day, mon- 
day, and until 10 o’clock Monday night, 
Feb. 1. Then she was a half knot dis- 
tant. The sea had subsided, 
bat was still ru ‘strong. She 
put out a boat and lowered it, but the 
sea swept it against the hull and it 
was smashed. She put out another 
boat, and members of her crew ran 
down the ladder to it. P 

The boat of the Arminco, in com- 
mand of Chief Officer Christensen, 
made three trips ‘to the freighter Lion, 
the wolf hound going in the first boat. 
The last trip was made at 2:30 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, Feb. 2. The crew of 
the Johanne Dybwad had lost a fif- 
teen days’ fight, but all were safe. 
They did not see the vessel sink, but 
it had only a few inches to go.

The mechanism 
of smell, he said, is chemical but un- 
like the mechanism of ‘taste in that it 
can not distinguish primary odors as 
the mechanism of taste distinguishes 
sweet, salty, sour, &c. 

“Many, if not mest, of the smell re- 
actions,” he continued, ‘seem to be 
unconscious, and that is really the most 
vital thing about the whole matter. 
Most of us are concerned, practically, 
only with the pleasantness or unpleas- 
antness of smells. With most persons 
such pleasant or unpleasant reactions 
aré not only uncontrollable, they. are 
entirely unconscious.*** We can 
provably increase our pleasure and de- 
crease our displeasure from smell re-

Samuel Seabury, President of. the as- 
sociation, was toastmaster, and traced 
the accomplishments of New York men 


“on the bench. 


‘This dinner tonight has a special 

urpose,”’ ‘he said. ‘It is given in 

onor of one of its own members, ‘who- 
now holds the great office of Associate 
Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. His qualifications for 
this office, from the standpoint of 
character, learning and. professional 
attainments, are generally recognized 
and gratefully appreciated by the na- 
tion as a whole and its bar in partic- 
ular.. In every branch of professional 
service in which he has been called 
upon to act he has won the approval 
and admiration of all who are compe- 
tent to judge. The occasion for this 
dinner is to give to us of the bar, from 
which he comes, the opportunity to 
extend to him our best wishes in his 
future work.”

“It is notable,”” asserted Miss Gilder- 
sleave, ‘‘that radicals now oppose free- 
dom of opinion, whereas the dissenters 
of earlier. times strongly favored it. 
The Soviet Government in Russia and 
the Fascisti in Italy, both experiments 
in the new type of Government, are 
suppressing freedom of speech.”’ 

Miss Gildersleeve said that legisla- 
tures never should attempt to pass on 
questions of scholarly truth. Complete 
freedom should be \ granted to each 
scholar. to teach in his own field what

LENINGRAD, Feb. 11 ‘(#).—Another 
great sale of former Russian imperial 
possessions is soon to take place. 

In.line with its policy ‘‘to make the 
property of the Czaristic potentates 
the property of the common people,’’ 
the Government today instructed the 
managers of all the former country 
palaces of the/Emperor and nobility 
in Leningrad, Tsarkoe Selo,. Peterhof, 
Strelna, Gatchina, Pavlovsk,' Moscow, 
the Crimea and elsewhere to prepare 
complete inventories of the art collec- 
tions and other property thereiti, with 
a view to their final: preservation or 
disposition. 

Articles of definite historic value will 
be-retained; the remainder will be sold 
to the highest bidders. 

The Government expects to realize 
manhy millions of dollars by this sale. 
There. are. enormous collections of 
paintings, Gobelin tapestries, bronzes, 
cloeks, mirrors; furniture, silver arti- 
cles and miscellaneous furnishings in

A GREAT DAY FOR SPAIN. 

The most. famous Spaniard on Feb. 
10 was not King Atronso, but Cap- 
tain Franco of the seaplane Ne Plus 
Ultra. ‘I have arrived,’’ he cabled 
to his Majesty, after planing down to 
the surface of La Plata estuary at 
Buenos Aires in .the presence ..of 
200,000 cheering people. He steps intd 
a launch, pats the bow of his “‘ cara* 
vel,’’ and is speeded to the official re- 
ception, where he scribbles that: mes- 
‘sage to the King... ALFONSO responds 
with an announceme : of honors for 
the airmen, effusively.sends “ my em- 
braces,” and concludes: “ Long. live 
“Spain! Long live the Spanish ‘Air 
** Service!.’’. In Argentina they “call 
Franco the: Columbus. of the Air. 
‘CHRISTOPHER sailed from Palos, Aug. 
3, 1492, and-sighted what we moderns 
know as Watling Island on Oct. 12. 

The Columbus of the Air flew 
away from the. harbor of Palos: 434 
years. later; came down in eight 
hours at the Canary Islands, distant 
870 miles; paused there for a day 
on account of bad weather, was. up 
again and off for the Cape Verde 
Islands, 1,056 miles away, which he 
gained in about ten hours; another 
breathing: spell, and then a non-stop 
flight to bleak Fernando do Noronho, 
an ocean outpost of Brazil, 1,432 
miles, finishing the. South ; Atlantic 
passage with a sprint to Pernambuco. 
All the way the Captajn. was in touch 
with the King by .radio, and trom 
hour to-hour Spain. knew how’ he 
was faring. . Thén the triumphal 
flights"to Rio de Janeire,- Montevideo 
and. Buenos Aires. The course from 
Palos was 6,232 miles; and Franco 
and his men had completed it in 62 
hours 52 minutes’ of actual] flying 
time. They had.soared into the air 
from Palos on Jan. 22, and on Feb. 
10 Buenos Aires welcomed them not 
only with sirens, cannon .and the ac- 
claim of a vast multitude, but with 
squadrons of — and civilian 
airplanes. 

“It is perfectly fair to say,’’ a dis- 
patch from Madrid tells us, “ that 
“nothing has ever aroused the 
* Spanish imagination so muck. as 
“ this gredt accomplishment.’? Madrid 
alone sent 3,500 telegrams of congrat- 
ulation to Franco. His was a mas- 
terly performance, distinguished by 
the speed and steadiness with which 
the Dornier-Wal hydroplane with its 
two 450. horsepower Napier engines 
was flown andthe unefring skill with 
which the navigators held their course. 
Two minor mishaps were quickly dealt 
with by the mechanician. The achieve- 
ment will stand comparison ‘with any.

The annual report of the Port Au- 
thority. announces completion of. the 
first’ of its routes for unifying the 
port. Belt Line No. 13 is déscribed as 
‘* the indispensable link "’ between the 
continental railways and the steamship 
carriers which focus at Hoboken. It is 


Hoboken shore line of about one and 
one-half miles, but was held in com- 
petitive ownership.

If we pass to the subject of local 
government we see that new laws have 
not only uprooted the old ‘feudal po- 
litical centralism but granted liberty 
and autonomy to the municipal insti- 
tutions, thus rendering impossible per- 
verse interference by the Government 
formerly so common. The doctrine of 


new statute will prevent the return of 
the so-called ‘Caciquismo,’* «which; |- 
with its roots planted in  Madfid, 
branched out through the provincial 
organizations so as to reach the most. 
insignificant townships and villages. 

Gambling has beén effectively sup- 
pressed and public morality promoted. 
State officials are now obliged scru- 
pulously to fulfill their allotted tars. 
The problem of juvenile crime, is being 
met by the institution of special courts 
and ‘provision for reformatories and 
other similar establishments. 

But perhaps the greatest claim of the 
Military Directory to wisdom was in 
relinquishing power with the same un- 
selfishness, discipline and - -patriotism | wi 
with which they took office. The Di- 
rectory had a certain moral right to 
retain power until they could-contem- 
plate the results: of the process of 
‘weeding out which they had accom- 
plished without spilling a drop of blood, 
but’ with the firmness and precision 
which characterized their methods..

trophies and medals, is also a record. 
The exhibition also attracted dogs 
from. more widely separated points 
than ever hefore, representatives’ be- 
ing present from all over the United 
States, from Canada, England, Den- 
mark, India and China.

This number surpasses greatly the 


number of dogs benched at any prévi-} 


ous Westminster show and is the 
largest number of pedigreed dogs ever 
brought together in America. “Wil- 
liam Rauch, President of the West- 
minster.Club, and for twenty-six years 
Chairman of the- Westminster Dog 
Show Committee, viewing the long 
lanes of benches holding many of the 
finest dogs in the world, said that the 
members of the club were proud of the 
fiftieth anniversary show. ‘ 


Benched from East to West.

It ‘was the first show held in the new 
Garden and to many of the Westmin- 
ster followers who had gone for many 
years to the’old Garden in Madison 
Square it presented a strange appear- 
ance. The dogs are benched from east 
to west, with the eight judging rings 
approximately in the centre of the hall. 

the dogs are on one floor, in con- 
trast to the plan of benching some of 
the smaller breeds in the gallery in 
the old Garden.

Declines General on the Stock 
Exchange; Call Money 
S Band 414%. 


On the Stock Exchange, the trend 
of prices yesterday was downward; no 
doubt reflecting both ‘attacks’ by 
professional speculators for the fall 
and efforts of the supporting groups 


‘of professionals to lighten their load 


a bit. As hag been usual since last 
year’s rising market reached its hys- 
terical climax, even such casual re- 
actions in price as yesterday's proceed 
with a violence which, in older days, 
would have been regarded as warning 
of financial trouble.

Easy credit has a good deal to do 
with these alternating upward and 
downward rushes of 5 or 10 points in 
an hour or two, but they reflect also a 
certain loss of perspective, There has 
never been a period since 1902 when 
the mere restlessness of professional 
speculators battered prices about with 
quite such violence, when nothing was 
happening to affect the general mar- 
ket. In 1902, the process ultimately 
got the stock market nowhere, until 
absorption of credit into the extended 
speculation caused severe tightening 
of money. What the present futilities 
will eventually do, to the stock mar- 
ket in particular or the financial 
position in general, is purely a matter 
of conjecture. 

Yesterday's Reserve Bank statements 
disclosed no important change.

Total imports of crude petroleum 
@uting 1925 amounted to 62,005,000 bar- 
rels, a decrease from 1924 of 15,770,000 
barrels, or 20 per cent. Imports from 
Mexico amounted to. 55,111,000 barrels, 
a@ decrease of almost 20,000,000 barrels ; 
but those from other countries ~in- 
creased almost 100 pen-cent. to a total 
of nearly 7,000,000 barrels. 

It is of interest that the 1925 im- 
ports from Mexico were less: than half 
of what they were in 1922, when the 
peak was rcached. Exports dufing the 
year amounted to 13,353,000 — 
material decrease from 1924..

“As you know,” he told his. col- 
leagues, “‘there are certain. shortages 
that come from shrinking.: Pieces ‘after 
they are quite dry shrink somewhat 
but that would not amount to much.

ASKS FARMERS TO AID 
PROPERTY TAX REPEAL 


Prof. Seligman of Colambia Urges 
Sapport of Bill at -Albany— 
Opposes Cat in Income Levy.

ITHACA, N: Y., Feb. 11.—Professor 
Edwin R. A. Seligman of Columbia 
University discussed taxation problems 


of the New York State farmers here 
today, at the Nineteenth Annual 


Farmers’ Week program at the New 


York State College of Agriculture. . 

He urged the farmers to support the 
present movement and the bill now in 
the New- York State -Legislatuge for 
the abandonment of the last vestiges 
of the persorial property tax, and also 
the bill) reducing the direct State 
property tax. 

“I believe that each man. should pay 
his fair share, and I belive that such 
support will be a long step forward in 
bringing about equality of taxation,” 
Professor Seligman said. 

The speaker referred to the tax poll- 
cies-of Governor Smith, expressing 
agreement with the Governor's deter- 
mination to assure taxpayers the 
proper return on their money. He 
sai .

ae § e with Governor Smith that 
the ned at Albany is for. the intro- 
duction of the budget system to assure 
your getting a dollar’s worth for every 
dollar spent.”’ 

Professor Seligman disapproved of 
the - Governor’s* request for’a cut in 
the income tax, which, he said, ‘‘was 
giving the benefit to the city fellow 
and not to the farmer.” He urged in- 
stead ‘a cut in the direct tax on real 
estate rather than the tax on incomes 
because farmers’ incomes in the State 
were so low that a cut would not 
alleviate the burden. Since the far- 
mers are land owners, he said, the 
cut in real estate tax would material- 
ly benefit them. 

“The remedy for the abuses of as- 
sessment is to abolish the general tax 
for State purposes, but to keep it for 
local taxes. For a long time the State 
got on without the direct tax, until 
the idea of measuring wealth in terms 
of income .came in.”’ 

He showed that the State went back 
to the direct tax on real estate, but 
that of -he $160,000,000 collected an- 
nually, only about $15,000,000 was the 
result of direct taxation.
